£1 — BLUE  BEAUTY : The  newest  and  bluest  blue.  This 
lovely  new  variety  is  a distinct  advance  on  the  older  types.  The 
outer  part  of  the  flower  is  a good  medium  blue  shade  (the  bluest 
37et  seen  in  a gladiolus),  with  rich  violet  blue  blotches  and  white  lips 
in  centre  of  lower  petals.  A fine  spike  of  beautiful  firm-.petalled 
fiowTers,  7 to  1 0 open  at  a time.  It  is  the  strongest  growing  blue 
yet  handled,  and  is  sure  to  be  a first  favourite  with  exhibitors, 
florists,  and  all  “blue  glad”  lovers  as  soon  as  larger  supplies  are 
available.  Only  a few  bulbs,  £l  each.  , 

£1 — DESERT  GOLD:  Another  splendid  new  variety,  having 
immense  flowers  of  a beautiful  clear  self  yellow.  Compared  with 
the  favorite  variety  “Golden  Measure,”  “Desert  Gold”  has  slightly 
richer  colour,  very  much  larger  flowers,  and  lighter  flower  stems, 
which  are  more  graceful,  and  less  likely  to  blow  over.  As  a glowing 
piece  of  yellow  colour,  it  quite  eclipses  any  other  gladiolus.  Hardy 
and  vigorous,  it  should  prove  a commercial  favourite,  as  well  as  a 
splendid  exhibition  flower.  Just  a few  bulbs,  £l  each.

5/-  SWEET  ROSE:  A fine  new  American  variety.  Very 
massive  flowers  on  tall,  strong  plant,  of  pure  deep  rose-pink,  with 
extra  large  red  throat-blotches.  A bright,  distinct  colour,  a strong 
grower,  and  very  showy.  (Stock  limited.)  Price  5/-  each,  post  free. 

5/-  PINK  CLOUD:  Another  popular  American.  A beautiful 
shaded  soft  rose  pink  flower,  prettily  frilled  and  ruffled,  with  blotch 
of  salmon  pink  with  crimson  line  giving  a lovely  sunset  effect  in 
centre  of  the  flower.  A very  beautiful  “glad”  and  sure  to  be  a great 
favourite  as  it  becomes  more  plentiful  .(Stock  limited.)  Price  5 - 
each,  post  free. 


3/6  PETER:  A fine  upstanding  variety  with  tall  spikes  of 
clear  lemon  yellow  flowers;  small,  brown-red,  blotches  on  lower 
petals.  Always  well-faced  with  ten  to  twelve  large  flowers  open  at 
a time;  “Peter”  can  be  specially  recommended  as  a dependable 
exhibition  variety.  Price  3/6,  post  free. 


2/6.  MRS.  L.  S.  SCHWEPPE:  One  of  Kunderd’s  1925  novel- 
ties. A very  pleasing  shade  of  peach  pink  with  rich-coloured 
blotches.  It  is  well-faced  and  a very  vigorous  grower.  The  bright 
showy  colour  always  attracts  attention  and  it  is  sure  to  be  very 
popular  when  known.

2/6.  KUNDERD’S  MARSHAL  FOCH:  A fine  strong-growing 
gladiolus.  Bright  salmon-pink,  shading  lighter  in  centre  with  scarlet 
spot  in  throat.  Immense  wide-open  flowers  with  firm,  round  petals, 
slightly  frilled.  Price  2/6  each.  Post  free. 

2/6.  HORACE:  A bright  rich  red,  well-faced  and  showy; 
fine  spikes,  and  a good  grower.  (Stock  limited.)  Price  2/6  each.

2/6.  STAR:  A bright,  showy  red,  with  peculiar  star-like 
white  lines  through  centre  of  petals.  It  is  somewhat  variable  in 
colour,  sometimes  having  the  white  line  through  all  the  petals  at 
other  times  only  in  two  or  three  petals,  but  it  is  always  bright  and 
pretty.

2/ 6.  WINKLE : A bright  and  pleasing  shade  of  lavender 
blue,  with  throat  of  pure  spotless  white.  The  contrast  of  blue  and 
white  is  very  pleasing,  and  with  five  to  seven  fair  sized  flowers  open 
at  a time,  Winkle  makes  many  friends.  Price  2/6  each.  Post  free. 

2/-.  ALICE:  Immence  flowers  of  a lovely  light  pink  with 
small  crimson  lines  in  throat.  A splendid  variety  and  quite  distinct. 
Extra  good  for  florists  pale  pink  work,  the  large  round  flowers  gleam- 
ing like  beautiful  pink  lilies  among  the  foliage.  One  of  the  largest 
gladioli  and  a strong,  vigorous  grower.

EYRE:  Another  of  the  new  giants,  with  immense 
flowers  of  a rich  velvet  red,  veined  and  marbled  with  a darker 
shade.

Clear,  light  yellow,  deeper 
in  throat.  Well-faced  spikes  and  flowers  prettily  placed  on  light 
graceful  stems.

1/6.  JEWELL:  A primulinus  hybrid,  but  with  larger,  less 
hooded  flowers  than  most  “prims.”  Colour  a creamy  salmon-pink 
at  edges  with  pure  yellow  throat.  A distinct  and  beautiful  colour.

1/-.  HOPE:  A large-flowered  white.  Hardy  and  vigorous, 
good  for  garden  and  for  floral  work.
